STAND MADE AGAINST DELAY 


Congressman Burton of Ohio Indicates 


by Charts the Difference Between a 
Sea Level and Lock Canal — Point 
Made Against the Amendment la 
Ruled Out. 


Washington, June 16.—By a vote of 


110 to 36 the house, at the end of a 
two-hours' debate on the appropria- 
tions for the Panama canal, decided 
that the canal should be of a lock 
type. After listening to the speech of 
Mr. Burton of Ohio in favor of the lock 
canal and consuming an hour in the 
discussion of the amendment defining 
the type as presented by Mr. Littauer 
of New York, the house, in committee 
of the whole, expressed its opinion in 
ire.- ci a lock. 


By a decisive vote the house refused 


to sanction the purchase of materials 
in the markets of the world for the 
Panama canal, the general position of 
the Republicans being that as the ca- 
nal was to be built by American taxes 
the American workingman and the 
American manufacturer should have 
the advantage. 


Mr. Burton of Ohio had given notice 


that when the item in. the .sundry civil 
bill was reached 
appropriating up- 


wards of $25,000,000, he would ask for 
in hour in which to present his views 
on the lock level type of Panama ca- 
nal. He prefaced his remarks by stat- 
ing that in the so-called Spooner law, 
authorizing the expenditure of $135,- 
)00,000 for the Panama canal and giv- 
ing the president the right to inaug- 
urate this movement and carry it to a 
successful conclusion, the type was 
left with the president with certain 
specifications and limitations. He said 
that lately there had been a strong 
agitation for a sea-level canal, and he 
jelieved that the time had come when 
the question of type should be settled 
and the matter removed from debate. 
'It is not fair to the president, and 
to the executive officers of the govern- 
ment who have this great enterprise in, 
charge, to say "to them, 'proceed with 
;he canal, with all the speed you may,' 
and with another breath to say that 
we have not yet made, up our minds 
what kind of a canal you shall build.' 
t is unjust to the subordinates who 
lave gone to the isthmus to give the 
best years of their lives and their best 
efforts to hamper and embarrass them 
by failing to decide this question." 


Taking his position in front of the 


maps, he called attention to the vital 
difference between the two types, and 
remarked that when the topography is 
understood, it would be the very 
strongest argument for the lock-level 
canal. He said 34 of the ablest engi- 
neers of the world were for the lock- 
evel type, and he believed their judg- 
ment should be accepted. 


Mr. Bartlett of Georgia made a point 


against the amendment of Mr. Lit-, 
tauer. He insisted that the amend- 
ment was clearly new legislation and 
argued the question from,that premise. 
The chair, Mr. Watson of Indiana, held 
he amendment was in order, and cries 


"vote," "vote," were heard. With- 


ut further discussion ,the 


amendment was adopted.
